Korean film industry generated KRW 2.1131 trillion in overall revenue in 2015, exceeding KRW 2 trillion two years in a 
row. This result was fuelled by an increase in both total ticket sales and ancillary market. 

2015 box office reached KRW 1.7154 trillion, an increase of 3.1% over last year. The number of admissions also 
increased about 1% year-on-year, setting a new record at 217.29 million viewers. Accordingly, average cinema 
admissions per capita reached 4.22. Korean film admissions in particular reached 129.3 million, a 4.9% increase from last 
year. 

The ancillary market generated revenue of KRW 335.9 billion, a 12.7% growth over 2014. IPTV market growth level 
wasn't as good as the year before, but it still increased 15.7% and consists 78% of the ancillary market. The internet 
VOD market sales had declined last year, but recovered in 2015 with an increase of 16.7%. 

Out of 232 Korean films, 73 were the subjects of ROI(return on investment) research. They showed 7.2% deficit. 


Nevertheless, Korean film industry continued to grow in overall.

The growth momentum of admission has been falling after total admission breached 200 million in 2012, but a new 
record is still set every year. Admissions of Korean films exceeded 100 million for 4 years in a row, marking 112.94 million 
in 2015 with an increase of 4.9% from last year. Also, six out of the top ten box office hits were Korean films. As a 
result, admissions for local films accounted for 52% of total admissions. Hit films Kingsman: The Secret Service, Veteran, 
Assasination, Mission. Impossible - Rogue Nation, The Throne, Ode to My Father were screened during the usual peak 
season, but The Avengers: Age of Ultron, Northern Limit Line, Jurassic World, Inside Men scored top ten box office even 
thought they were released in off-season months. Average admissions per capita in 2015 were 4.22, which is one of the 


highest in the world and a new record for Korean box office. 
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Export Revenue of Finished Korean Films Continues 
to Rise, Reaching USD29 Million 


















































































































































In 2015, export of finished Korean films reached USD 28 million, and 11.3% increase year-on-year. Except for the sudden 
increase of export revenue in 2012 due to Snowpiercer, the number has been stably accelerating since 2009 and is 
expected to continue rising. With 121 films increased compared to year 2014, the total number of exported finished 
Korean films was 650. 

Looking at the results by export destination, exports to Asia and North America showed rapid progress while exports to Europe 
declined. The export revenue increased 10% in Asia and 43.6% in North America. In europe, on the other hand, it is continuously 
declining. Though the number is insignificant compared with the export revenue to other countries, export revenue has shown 


growth in Oceania.

The number of diversity films released only showed a minor fall, but its number of admissions showed a major drop of 
41.8%. In 2014, My Love, Don't Cross That River(3.85 million) and Begin Again(3.43 million) each recorded over 3 million 
admissions, but no such hit was scored in 2015. My Love, Don't Cross That River(960 thousand) and Whiplash(1.56 
million) were the top two successful diversity films regarding box office scores. However, total admission of diversity films 
greatly rely on a few hit films, so it could be inappropriate to judge its market size only by looking at admissions. In 2015, 
14 diversity films breached 100 thousand admissions including Mune, Legends of Oz: Dorothy's Return, How To Steal A 
Dog, and Socialphobia.
